It^s natural that there was a football autographed by the 
MSJ Football Team in the coffin close to Jim Grady's 
right hand. It's natural because Grady loved football almost 
as much as life. His 36 years of coaching football attest to 
that. 

But on the left iapel of the suit coat that covered his MSJ 
coaching shirt v/as a curious blue button. It was difficult to 
see, but it caught the eye and appeared to have the figure of 
a child in the center 

'That's his foster grandparent button," said Betty Grady, 
wife of 45 years and most loyal supporter, ^^He was as proud 
of that as anything he ever did. When he could no longer do 
one thing (coaching) weMl he d do another,. He'd just give 
and give that's what it was all about to him. 

Fittingly, James V, Grady died on a Saturday morning 
during football, on the day of an MSJ home football game, 
Grady was more than a fixture on the MSJ sidelines; he 
prowled them as a freshman and junior varsity coach. In 
later years, supported by metal crutches, he was there to 
lend support and advice to his son Brian. But more 
importantly, he was there supporting the kids. 

He had an uncanny knack for picking kids that needed his 
guidance early. He could see the diamond, even when it 
looked like other lumps of coal. Maybe that is why he loved 
coaching the freshman so much. He could teach the game and 
not be worried about winning. 

Jim Grady delighted in all children. He gave them something 
of himself to each and in that sense he was the biggest hero of all.
